BRIEF ACCOUNT 
DESIGN AND PRESENT STATE 


OF 


THE SOCIETY. 


Tus numerous and important advantages, which 
reſult to the community from Charitable Inſtitutions 
for the education of the children of the poor, are 
too obvious to require particular detail or diſcuſſion 
in a brief account of an Eſtabliſhment, ſuch as is 
here offered to the Public, 

It may ſuffice to ſay, that the deſign of this Inſti- 
tution is to contribute its part to the general maſs of 
Public Good ;—by affording ſeaſonable and eſſential 
relief to a numerous and repectable claſs of A RRN TS, 
who, from their own ſcanty reſources, cannot give 
to their children that education, which their ſitua- 
tion ſeems to require by reſcuing HII DñRRN 
from thoſe habits of ignorance and idleneſs, and from 
that influence of wicked counſels and vicious exam- 
ples, which, in riper years, might render them the 
bane of ſociety :—in fine, by inſbLing into the 
YOUTH, who come under its patronage, together 
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with the inſtruction requiſite to qualify them for 
their particular occupations and employments in ſe- 
cular life, that knowledge of the Sacred Scriptures, 


thoſe principles of our Holy Religion, and that ear- 
ly and habitual ſenſe of the duties of Chriſtianity, 


which may at once enable them to live with credit 


and advantage in the world, and thro' the divine 
bleſſing, prove ultimately ſubſervient to their till 


more important intereſts, their ſpiritual and eternal 


felicity. 

It will not eſcape the notice of the Public, that 
this Society, in the ſelection of its ob ects, wiſhes to 
offer a ſpecies of relief, which charitab'e inſtitutions 
in general do not profeſs to give;—to perſons who 
have been bred to higher expectations and brighter 
proſpects; who for this reaion feel, more ſenſibly 
than others can feel, the inconveniencies of poverty ; 
and who, with the advantages and afſiſtances propo- 
ſed by this Inſtitution, may have intereſt to procure 
for their children ſituations more reſpectable and 
more lucrative, than the generality of the poor are 


born to expect, or can hope to enjoy. 
Under this impreſſion the Society adopted a plan 


of education more liberal than is uſually provided 
for in common ſchools of charitable inſtruction, 
The children of clergymen, and others who diſco- 
ver particular talents or genius, have an opportu- 


nity of learning the rudiments of the Latin or 
French

French language; and thoſe boys who are intended 
for the ſea ſervice, are taught the general principles 
of geography, navigation, and drawing. 05 
While important and defirable aſſiſtance is thus 
afforded to objects who ſeem to have a ſpecial claim 


to attention, the Society indulges a ſtill turther, and 


a pleaſing hope, of contributing, in ſome degree, to 
the extention of the ſphere of general information 
and improvement, by giving ſcope and energy to 
thoſe latent feeds of genius and ability, which 


; might otherwiſe lie dormant, immured in the ſhades 


of poverty and obſcurity. 
Such appear to have been the views with which 
the Philological Society was inftituted, by Mr. Tho- 


mas Collingwood, Upper Fitehfield Street, St. Ma- 
ry-le-bone, in the year 1792. Its Governors and 


Patronize's have the ſatisfactlon of knowing, that it 
has not been inſtituted in vain, A conſiderable 
number of children have been already educated, 
cloathed, and affified to ſituations, where they have 


an opportunity of doing well for themſelves, and 


credit to their benefactors. There are at preſent an 


hundred and thirty nine boys in the School, many 


of whom have nearly finiſhed their education, and 
are qualified to be diſpoſed of with equal advantage, 
It cannot but be detirable, not only to complete 
what has been begun, but to encreaſe and extend be- 
nefits which are of fo much importance to private 


individuals, and the community at large, 
Like 
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Like many other Inſtitutions, however, this Soci- 
ety has had to encounter difficulties, which were per- 
haps neither to be foreſeen nor prevented. It has 
alſo labored under diſadvantages peculiar to itſelf. 
With a benevolence and zeal, for which its founder 
is entitled to credit, there have been unhappily con- 
nected, a love of oftentation, and a want of diſoreti- 
on, which, there is reaſon to fear, have long tended 
to leflen the value of the Charity in the eſtimation 
| of the Public, and which for ſome tinie back have 
| appeared to threaten its ruin. | 
| Impreſſed with theſe conſiderations, ſeveral gentle- 
men, who, for the purpoſe of promoting the profeſ- 
| fed and laudable defigns of the Inſtitution, had of- 
[ 


fered their aſſiſtance as à2 Committee, to manage its 
affairs; but who found that their ſervices ſcarcely 
anſwered any other purpoſe than that of giving 
| ſanction to meaſures which were rarely ſubmitted to 
4 conſideration, till actually adopted, and of which, 
: | when adopted, they could not approve; who, in ſhort, 
| diſcovered that the Committee was a mere name;— 
unwilling any longer to continue their ſuppcrt on 
ſuch terms, yet ſtill more unwilling to ſuffer a 
Charity of ſuch magnitude and importance to fink, 
and near an hundred and forty children to be ſent 
home to their paren.s without thoſe advantages on 
which they had been led to calculate; were induced 


to ſuggeſt to a number of their friends the expedient

of enlarging the Committee; of reviewing the Rules, 
Conſtitutions, and Orders already in exiſtence; and 
of eſtabliſhing ſuch other regulations, as might tend 
to recover the Inſtitution from its preſent odium and 
pecuniary embarraſſment, prevent a future repetition 


of the meaſures which had occaſioned them, and 
place the Charity on ſuch a footing of ſolidity and 
reſpectability as would entitle and recommend it to 


every encouragement which it. might have occaſion 


. to ſolicit, 


Tbe reſult has but too fully evinced the neceſſity 


of ſuch an expedient. The Subſcribers have been 


a ready apprized of there being an outſtanding debt 


to a conſiderable amount, together with an eſtabliſh» 
ment beyond what the exiſting income would ſup- 


port. This appears to have been chiefly occaſioned 
by a new plan, adopted in January, 1799, with that 
precipitation and irregularity which have character- 


| 1zed the general ſpirit and conduct of the perſon al- 


ready alluded to, without the authority of either 
General Meeting, or Monthly Committee; in conſe- 
quence of which fifty boys were taken into the 


_ School-houſe, to be wholly maintained, clothed, and 


educated, upon terms which would ſcarcely defray 
half the expences incurred by ſuch a plan.“

* Since circumstances have rendered it necessary to re- 

ſer thus specifically to the conduct of an individual, in or- 

der to point out the true cause of the present embarrass- 

| ment 
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To obviate the ruinous tendeney of this unadviſed 


and injudicious meaſure, by ſuch means as would 


eonſiſt with the intereſt of every party concerned, 


has been a ſpecial object of the counſels and reſolu- 


tions of the preſent Committee; and it is with plea- 
ſure that they have found rhe friends and patrons of 


the children, who have been admitted upon this plan, 


ready to fall into the propoſals which have been 
made with this view, and which, they truſt, will 


oprrate to the accompliſhment of ſo detirable a pur- 


pole, | 

Other circumſtances, of leſs magnitude, but in 
their nature equaliy important to the credit and wel- 
fare of the Soci ty, have engaged ther attention, 
which to avoid pr l xity, they forbear pariicu'arly 
to ment on. They flait:r theme! ves, that no exer- 
tion will be want ng, on their part, o render the In- 

ſtitution, in future, both creditable and uſe ul. 
Actuated by theſe views, and anxious to promote 
the common intereſts of humanity, the Committee 
| hope 
ments of the Society, the committee feel it equally incum- 


bent upon them to guard the Public against every report 
which may have been circulated of Mr. Collingwood's 


having, in any degree, defrau ted the Charity, So far ſrom : 
having applied any part of the property of the Society to his 


private use, they have the most satisfactory evidence of his 
baving expended of his own property upon the Charity to 


a considerable amount, The only complaints to be alledged 


against him are those which have been specified. 
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Hope they may ſolicit, and not ſolicit in vain, thoſe 
generous and liberal exertions of the Public, which 
will be neceſſary to complete the object of their 
wiſhes. They beg that the candid ſtatement, which 
they have here ventured to give of the affairs of the 
Society, may neither be unfavorably interpreted, 
nor, as is too frequently the cafe, careleſsly over- 
looked, or haſtily thrown aſide ; but that the neceſ- 
fities of the many indigent parents and helpleſs chil- 
dren, whole comforts and proſpects ſo much depend 
upon the ſucceſs of theſe efforts, may have, upon 
the minds of every one into whoſe hands it ſhall fall, 
that influence which Chriſtian benevolence will 
dictate, and which has long formed fo illuſtrious a 
trait in the Britiſh character, 


As there are many boys in the School, who are 
ready to be placed out, thoſe Gen lemen or Ladies 
who may have intereſt to procure proper ſituations 
for them, would be rendering an important and eſſen- 
tial ſervice to the Charity, by ſignifying the ſame to 
the Secretary, any member of the Committees,

THE COMMITTEE FOR THE PRESENT YEAR. 


General Rules for the management of the buſineſs of 
the Society. 


Axr. I. 


THrar the buſineſs of this Society ſhall be under 
the management and direction of a Preſident, Vice- 
Prefidents, Truſtees, Treaſurer, Secretary, and a 
Committee, not exceeding twenty. 


II. 


Tur the Committee ſhall meet at the School- 
houſe, No. 1, Mary-Street, Fitzroy-Square, for the 
tranſaction of buſineſs, the firſt Thurſday in every 

B month, 
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month, at fix o'clock in the evening preciſely; of 
which three days notice ſhall be given by the Secre- 


tary ; and that five members ſhall be deemed a ſuffi- 
cient number to form a Committee, 


III. 


Trar the reſolutions of the Committee at each 
Meeting ſhall be regularly entered by the Secretary, 
in a book provided for the purpole ; and that ſuch 
reſolutions ſhall be read over and confirmed at the 
next ſucceeding Meeting. 


IV. 


Trar all ſums of money ariſing from ſubſcripti- 
ons, donations, or otherwiſe, ſhall be paid into the 
hands of the Treaſurer; who ſhall keep exact ac- 
counts of all receipts and diſburſements, and, prior 
to the firſt Thurſdays in June, September, Decem- 
ber, and March, cauſe the ſame to be fairly tranſcri- 
bed for the examination of the Committee. 


V. 
Tur a Collector ſhall be appointed, to collect 
the ſubſcriptions, &c. who ſhall be allowed one ſhil- 


ling upon every annual ſubſcription, on giving ſuffi- 
cient ſecurity for the payment thereof into the hands 


of the Treaſurer.

Tur, to prevent the poſſibility of frauds being 


practiſed on the Society, the Collector ſhall be re- 
quired

VII. 


Tuna the expenditure of the Society ſhall be un- 
der the inſpection of a Viiting Committee, appoint- 
ed to ſuperintend the management of the School, 
who ſhall report to the board at each Meeting the 
various articles which may be neceflary for the enſu- 
ing month, for which an order ſhall be written by 
the Secretary, and figned by the Chairman. 


VIII. 


Tuar the Tradeſmen who may furniſh the Soci- 
ety with ſuch articles as are wanted, and are not im- 
mediately paid for, ſha.l be requeſted to enquire for 
ſuch order of the perſon who applies for them, and 
to produce it at the time of delivering in their bills ; 
otherwiſe, that ſuch bills ſhall not be diſcharged, but 
at the diſcretion of the Committee, 


IX. 
Tur on the firſt Thurſday in February, three 


Auditors ſhall be choſen from the Committee, to au- 


dit the accounts of the Treaſurer and Collector for 
the year, up to the firſt Thurſday in March; who 
ſhall report the ſame at the enſuing General Meet- 


ing, when, if judged expedient, they may be pub- 


liſhed and circulated in the next annual lift.
